The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortalitj;^  (i<,e.  still¬ 
births  and  infant  deaths  under  one  Y/eeh  of  age)  is  prerna tiirity , 
asphyxia  and  atalectasis ^  birch  injuries  and  congenital 
malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal  factor  is 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  heaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  nbortion;  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of 
modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  56 
(26  M.  24  F.)  2^nd  the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was 
10. 25, after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability 
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Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  a,g-e  and  sex  distribution  and  affords  comparison  with  ^ 
other  Districts 3  the  adjusted  rate  was  8.9'!  in.  comparison  v/ith 
that  of  11.3  for  Sngland  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  tne  aged  from 
natural  causes^  namely^  Heart  and  Circulatory  diseases  ^nu  ^ 
Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System^  "f  ohese  unere  wuxO  jO. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause 
of  sixteen  of  those  deaths,  in  the  following  age- groups 
1  between  45  -  54  yrs.;  4  between  55  -  64  yns. ;  7  oe tween 

65  ~  74  yrs.p  4  over  75  yrs.  The  mcx:jority  of  deaths  were  over 
65  yrs o  /  and  although  the  causative  factor  is  still  obsc^ure, 
it  is  probable  tho.t  a  degenerative  process  is  one  of  the  most 
impo  r  t  a  nt  factors. 

Cancer  wus  the  cause  of  only  three  deaths  in  contrast  with 
14  in  the  previous  year. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  was  the  cause  of  one  death  in  tne  age- 
o-roup  65  7^-1-  ynSe?  and  Cancer  of  the  stomach  was  the  cause  of 

one  death  in  the  age-.gr oup  55  -  64  years. 

The  third  deatii^  class.ified  .“iiiider  ^Ubner  malignant  ^iiid 
lymphatic  neoplasms'  was  .in  the  age-.- group  75  years  and  o'/ea*. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was 
no  except! ona 1  m  or  tali t  y .

Except i.ng  measles,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious. 
Disease  v/as  very  lov/.  None  of  the  more  serious  infections 
was  notified.

Sixty-three  cases  w^ero  notified  and  there  were  no  serious 
complications  or  deaths. 

It  is  ecuivocal  whether  this  infoctio.ii  should  today  be 
statutorily  notifiable.  The  disease  per  so,  is  not  serious 
and  its  more  serious  complications  are  becoming  less  and  less 
frequent;  and  when  they  occui’,  the  Sulpha  di'Ugs  and  Antibiotics 
specific,  excepting  Acute  Encephalitis.
